shall he eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to the person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax .—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6 Saving ,—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, !'\- 
Scrvicemen and olher special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by [he Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

Sub-Section (i) dated the 13th January, 1973 as G.S.R. 34. 
The President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the posts of the ‘Photos'apher. 
Photographer (Micro), Drafsm'an, Laboratory Assistant 
(Bio-Chemistry), Head Carpenter. Copy Holder, Senior Store 
Keeper, Record Keeper, Dublicating Operator, Library 
Attendant, Laboratory Attendant, Museum Attendant and 
Cine Attendant’ in the Anthropological Survey of India 
namely :— .. I 

1. Short title and Commence.—(i) These rules may be 
called the Anthropological Survey of Ind'a, General Central 
Service (Group ‘C’ & ‘D’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 19,92. 

(il) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazc'te. 

2. Number of posts, Classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said posts, their classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall save ns provided in rulo 4, be 
as specified in columns 3 to 5 of the said Schedule. 

3. Initial Constitution.—All Group ‘C & ‘D’ offical hold¬ 
ing the post of Photographer, Photographer CM : cro), Drafts¬ 
man, Laboratory Assistant (Bio-Chemistry), Head Carp-rter, 
Copy Holder, Senior Store Keeper, Record Keeper, Duhlx-U- 
ing Operator, Library Attendant, Laboatory Attendant, 


Muzotfin Attendant and Cine Attendant on a regular basis in 
the Anthropological Survey of India on the date of publica¬ 
tion of these rules shall be deemed to have been appointed 
at the itibial constitution stage.

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification etc.—

5. Disqualification,—No person,— 

(a) who haa entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(h) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall bo efigiblc for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
ths.t n'Ch a marriage is permissible under the personal law 
opplicrblc to 'such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—Where tho Central Government is "of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
bv order for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
cMcgory of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit ai'd o'hcr concessions rcquiicd to be 
mnvldnl for t,hc Schcdu'cd Gates, the Scheduled Tribes, tho 
Ex-Scrv'ccm’m n'nd other special categories of pe r sons in 
accordance with 'he orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.
